a request fo r the appointm ent of a 
special com m issioner to take de­ 
positions. 
McGee, who abducted 
Miss Mc­ 
Elroy In 1933, was th e first kidnap­ 
e r to receive the d eath penalty in 
th* U nited States.

Filipino Independence 
Moat Americana have forgotten already 
last week1# headline* concerning an upris­ 
ing In the Philippines. They recall the Inci­ 
dent had something to do with radicals, that 
DOthtng came of It and that the Philippines 
gren't ready for Independence yet, anyway. 


Filipinos have waited a long time for the 
Independence they may gel 
In 
IO 
more 
years, lf everything turns 
out 
all right. 
Prior to 1872 more than 30 revolt* had 
broken out against Spanish rule, and after 
1872 the independence movement grew In 
intensity. In ISSI 
It 
became 
to 
serious 
Spain sent out a conciliatory governor. 
T hat governor paid Emilio Aguinaldo, lead­ 
er of the rebels, $400,000 on his departure 
from the Islands. Aguinaldo, 
not discour­ 
aged. continued to agitate 
for 
his cause 
from his eille In China. Better days came 
aeon, for with the outbreak of the Spanlsh- 
Atnerican war he wa* sent to the islands 
on an United States warship. 
He had a 
sponsor. 
Aguinaldo recruited a native force which 
* cooperated with American troop* and assist­ 
ed materially in the capture 
of 
Manila. 
After that Important victory he emended 
hi* control to most of the Philippine ter­ 
ritory. Finally, he wee declared president. 
But In February. 1888. after an American 
aentry had fired upon eeveral Filipino t o i ­ 
lers. Aguinaldo declared war on the United 
States. Not until July 4. 1802. was President 
Roosevelt able to proclaim trouble at an 
end A civil government, headed by William 
H. Taft, was set up. and the job of annexing 
th* Philippines was complete. 
But Filipinos still wanted independence. 
A smoldering feeling broke Into flame after 
th* World war. It culminated In the act last 
year by which congress promised Independ­ 
ence in 1948. That Is a long time for a rest­ 
less country to walt. 
The 
United States, 
which only notice* the Philippines 
when 
there is trouble, seem* destined to he keen­ 
ly aware of them many time* in the near 
future. 


One Fact About War 
For week# there baa not been a day with­ 
out an important 
war elory at home or 
abroad. 
Europe, South America, Asia and 
the United State* ar* living clos* to the 
reality of military preparation. 
Despite the almost Universal contention 
that military preparation ta for defensive 
rather than offensive purposes, that ancient 
fallacy has been made obvious by exper­ 
ience. 
Nations prepare for defense, 
but 
recogtilie offense as an important part of 
defense. 
Yet. there is one fact about war in this 
period of history which makes It different 
from preceding wars. 
T hat fact Is’ being 
demonstrated In the United States by pro­ 
posals to take profit out of war. 
There la 
a deeper motive behind the proposals than 
a wish to Increase efficiency. 
It Is hoped 
hoped somehow to make war so grim in 
prospect that th# nation won t want lo en­ 
gage In war. 
There Is no present necessity, of course, 
for making war horrible. 
The country's re­ 
collections of th* World war are still vivid. 
The circumstances which cause mass anger 
and war hysteria do not exist. 
Bul that 
does not deny the possibility they will exist 
in some future time. 
Perhaps by being pre­ 
pared in advance for war conducted on a 
policy of cooperation which would allow no 
profit, the population of the United States 
may be protected from 
its own potential 
fatly. , 
Unfortunately, a good case cannot be 
mads for the measures proposed. 
They 
probably would not work. 
The extreme In­ 
flation they are designed to prevent would 
occur just as it alway* has in previous wars. 
It would be followed inevitably bv collapse. 
The depression can be traced directly to 
the World war, a fact which Is as obvious 
to Europeans as to Americans. 
Japan la 
the only major power which can regard e a r 
as anything but a national catastrophe. Ap­ 
parently. its preparations for combat are 
being made In a different atmosphere than 
the prevailing one in Europe and the Unit­ 
ed States. 
W ar has not been made impossible. 
It 
has been made factual, however, and hav­ 
ing been made factual it has become so ter­ 
rifying a* to be improbable under any but 
th* moat extrem e provocation. 
Populations 
are learning 
what 
It means. 
They are 
aware of ita effects on their welfare, not 
only in term* of (laster to life but In terras 
of economic disarrangement affecting cruel­ 
ly 
their 
conditions 
of living. 
Whether 
they are Englishmen, Germans. Frenchmen. 
Italians, Russians ar Americans, they sr* 


thinking of war as the last resort, not th* 
first on**. 
Perhaps that is a small gain. 
Yet, among 
efforts to secure peace, It m ust be counted 
as a very great gain. 
No European nation 
will rush into war blindly, inspired by Illu­ 
sions 
of 
heroism 
and 
aggrandizement. 
There can be nothing but disillusionment 
and lo**. 
If that fact had been known 20 
year* ago. the World war m ight have been 
averted. 
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Stop, Look, Litten 
Moat railroad grade crosaing are reason 
ably safe. 
Reckless driving may make any 
crosaing perilous, hut safe driving is ade 
quate protection at probably 88 of a1! rail­ 
road crossings. 
Bitch a statem ent can be contested, of 
course. 
It will he contested bitterly by per­ 
sons who have been visualising elimination 
of all railroad grade crossings, an Impos­ 
sible undertaking. 
On* authority, who estim ates 830,ODO to 
840.000 as th* average cost of eliminating 
grad* crossings, 
says 
more 
than M.OftO,* 
000.000 would be required to eliminate all 
of them. 
On the 
other hand. 8 percent 
could be eliminated for half a billion. 
A railroad executive remarked recently 
he could reduce accident hazards st cross 
Ings on his railroad 80 percent by elimi­ 
nating only 5 percent of the crossings. The 
relationship sounds reasonable. 
All auto­ 
mobile drivers realise there are relatively 
few crossings where the hazards are un­ 
usual. Most crossings of 
th at type 
are 
notorious 
They should be eliminated. 
High speed 
automobile traffic and grade crossings do 
not go together. 
Their separation is Inevit­ 
able. 
The amount of time required will be 
determined by the amount of money avail­ 
able. 
Eventually, danger from crossing ac­ 
cidents will be minimized. 
The work relief hill provides $200,000,000 
to make a start on the elimination of grade 
crossings. 
It isn't much, and it won't make 
a great showing. 
Still, the thing can't he 
done all at once, contrary to the shouts of 
person* who would like to believe It can. 
I f s tempting to believe “Stop, Look. Lis­ 
ten" might be a good slogan for them to 
adopt despite the fact lf* becoming archaic 
aa a means of protection at railroad cross­ 
ings 


What Would Be Saved? 
While the IT S. Supreme Court I* prepar­ 
ing Its decision on th# flchechter case and 
congressional leaders are engaged In legis­ 
lative strategy to continue the national re­ 
covery act, citizens are 
wondering 
what 
would be saved lf the court ruled In the 
government's favor and congressmen voted 
for what the administration wants. 
Tho recovery set'* enforcement ha* been 
unsatisfactory for many month*. Ha troub­ 
les did not originate In the Schechter case 
or in opposition to its renewal after June 
18. the date of its expiration. They originat­ 
ed in the purely mechanical difficulties of 
enforcing the act, Itself. Those difficulties 
would not be dissolved by either a favorable 
court ruling or triumph for the administra­ 
tion fight to continue the act in its existing 
or some modified form for a specified per­ 
iod. 
The court can decide whether or not cer­ 
tain parts of the act are constitutional, and 
congress can decide 
whether 
or not the 
act should be continued after the date of ex­ 
piration. But judges and legislators cannot 
make the act effective. Perhaps the execu­ 
tive branch of government could do it better 
than It ha* been done In the last two year*. 
hut apparently no attention la being given 
to Improvement In that direction. 
Briefly, the situation la that congress Is 
being asked to renew and the court to up­ 
hold an act which the government admits 
is unsatisfactory In many respects. 
Little 
wonder, then, th at congressmen are hesi­ 
tant and that the hulk of popular feeling 
leans to a belief that the supreme court 
will not be able to give the recovery act a 
clean hill of health In the Schechter case 
decision. Saying that a sick horse is well 
and should be kept In harness will not 
m ake (he horse any livelier or enable him 
to pull the burden behind him.

Fight To Finish 
The controversy between organized labor 
and General Motor* la In the ‘'claim every­ 
thing" stage at present. 
Labor spokesmen 
arc going to make the corporation recog­ 
nise their claims "or we will not produce 
any more cars." 
Spokesmen for manage­ 
ment, though it is not customary for them 
to do much talking for publication during 
a labor controversy, no doubt are equally 
determined to make a fight to the finish. 
Experience teaches that neither labor nor 
management ever is wholly sincere in the 
"claim 
everything" 
stage. 
For 
instance, 
when the American Federation of Labor 
was fomenting a strike in the rubber plants 
at Akron it was going to unionize the indus­ 
try on its own terms or tie up production 
indefinitely. 
Management, 
on the other 
hand, was prepared to fight to a finish. The 
strike didnt materialize, and there was no 
fighting to the finish. It is agreed the A. F. 
of L. was* lucky to come off with a few 
minor concessions to show for its pains. 
The A. F. of L. has taken another long 
chance with its present campaign to union­ 
ize one important branch of the automobile 
industry 
It cannot afford to lose, yet the 
very circum stances‘it has Inflicted on It­ 
self by its expansion claims make losing 
inevitable. 
The courage of its strike or­ 
ganizers is conspicuous, but one must look 
closely to detect wisdom aa a companion of 
that courage.

mountable. Chase finally was able to secure 
from the legislature a small appropriation 
with which to pay small sums to those at­ 
tending drills and camps. An arsenal was 
built and somewhat decent equipment was 
made possible.

WASHINGTON. May 7. — You 
may shortly hear that the senate 
has authorized a committee investi­ 
gation of the public works adminis­ 
tration. A resolution authorizing it 
was drawn a week ago. bu* not In­ 
troduced. It la to be a companion 
piece to tho Couzen* resolution re­ 
cently adopted by the senate in a 
very quiet way. The Uouzens reso­ 
lution authorized an Inquiry into 
relief expenditures by the senate 
appropriations committee. 
There are no scandalous rumors 
behind 
these 
moves. 
Senators 
merely got their head* 
together 
and agreed the time had arrived 
for the new dealers to "come down 
off Mount Olympus 
and 
subject 
themselves to some kind of normal 
audit.” 
The strongly independent 
Senator Couzens conceived the idea 
and sold it. His moves are always 
above political suspicions. 
In line with this. there I* some 
cloakroom talk about eventually es­ 
tablishing 
a 
federal bureau of 
audit.

Big Finger 
Deeper down than that in the 
senatorial mind now is a desire to 
keep a hand on expenditures when 
congress is not in session. A slgnt 
Beent slant on the move is that 
the restraining hand will be exer­ 
cised by 
the appropriations com­ 
mittee. The forefinger there is the 
committee chairman. Carter Glans, 
who has never been an Olympian. 
The new dealers have not ob­ 
jected. 
At least, one cabinet offi­ 
cer privately approved the Couzens 
resolution before It was adopted

Smoothing 
The new- deal move to tighten 
up on news leaks 
seems to be­ 
spreading. Some free-talking offi­ 
cials have suddenly become evas­ 
ive. 
A few have frankly asked to 
be relieved 
of the responsibility 
of answering questions hereafter. 
Not only officials hut the rank and 
file of personnel in some govern­ 
m ent quarters have shown a sud­ 
den preference for silence. 
T h e tightenlng-up flurries have 
occurred on several previous occa­ 
sions in this and in past adminis­ 
trations. 
They never have been 
successful, and usually provoke a 
sharp, unfavorable reaction. 
This one appears to be more ex­ 
tensive and earnest, but there is 
no reason to believe it will be any 
more successful than the others. 
Trying to channelize the news of 
government

like 
trying 
to 
smooth the ocean waves.

May 7 — One of 
the hottest angles iii the squabble 
over the Bank reform bill is Just

Statistics show that the 
death rate from cancer is higher 
among women than men. 
This is

certain types of cancer to which 
only women are subject. 
Common Form 
I want to speak of a very eom- 
mon form of cancer, cancer of the 
breast. 
This Is found in women 
of all ages. especially those who 
have borne children. 
The nursing 
mother is often subject to inflam­ 
mations 
and 
infections 
of 
the 
breast which clear up after the 
rhild is weaned. 
But if for any 
reason such soreness does not dis­ 
appear. it wise to consult the doc­ 
tor and follow hia advice carefully. 
Any disturbance in the breast in­ 
dicates 
the 
need 
for Immediate 
medical advice. 
If this were asked 
for and given the num ber of cases 
of cancer would be greatly reduced. 
Do not neglect any growth, swell­ 
ing, 
pain 
or 
discomfort 
of 
the 
breast, lf there should be any indi­ 
cation of a growth and the doctor 
adiisp* an operation, do not delay.

growth is completely removed.

simple incision may be sufficient 
to remove it unless the growth ha* 
spread and then It may be neces­ 
sary to remove the entire breast.

died April 27. 1»S4. just 34 days 
hefore her husband, when she was 
75 veers of age. 
The largest building in the vil­ 
lage is the three-story hotel, part 
of which Is believed to have been 
erected about IOO years ago.
